the Tim; of this Anniverſary. 
The Preachers and Libellers of the Faction, have 
always handled this Subject with ſuch a Spirit of 
Malice and Falſhood, that it has tended vel y much 
do excite that Spirit of Rebellion which lately ap- 
Tear d with ſuch a formidable Aſpect amcng us. k 
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It was therefore thought proper, by Way of Au- 
tidote, to give them a Rebuke; and to inform 
thoſe who are willing to receive it, of the true 
Cauſes which brought on the Differences betwixt 
King James and King Charles I, and their Pur lia- 
ments, which at laſt iſſu d in a Civil War, and con- 
cluded in the fatal Cataſtrophe of King Charles's 
Murder, which the High-church and Popiſh Faction 
have, particularly ſince the Revolution, tr aiter ouſly 
mmprovd to blacken the Principles on which it was 
founded, tho very unjuſtly, the Caſe being no Way 
parallel betwixt the dethroning of King James II, 
and the beheading of bis Father.

Houſe of Commons, ſecluded and impriſon'd ſome 
Members, forc'd out others, and there being left 
but a ſmall Remnant of their own Creatures, (not 
a tenth Part of the Whole) did ſeek to ſhelter 
themſelves, by this weak Pretence, under the Name 
and Authority of a Parliament. 

The Deſign of what follows, is to prove, from 
undeniable Vouchers, that the Occaſion of that 
War, and of all the Conſequences which attended it, 
was the Influence of Popiſh and High-church 
Counſels, that prevail'd upon King James and 
King Charles eagerly to purſue a Popiſh Match 
for the latter; in order to which, they agreed to 
ſuch Treaties, in Favour of Papiſts, firſt with 
Spain, and then with France, as were ſcandalous, 
as well as dangerous, to the Proteſtant Religion, 
and Britiſh Liberties. 

The Hiſtory of the Treaty with Spain, is the 
Subject of this firſt Letter; for both Treaties 
are too copious to be diſpatchd in one. 

The ſecond is deſign'd to be an Account of the 
French Match, and of the extraordinary and 
illegal Favours ſhew'd to the Papiſts in the Reign 
of King Charles I; in order to which, eur Laws 
were diſpenc'd with, Parliaments diſcontnu'd for a 
long Time, and diſgraceſully usd, and arbitrary 
Methods invented to ſupply the King with Mo- 
Mey. 
The third and laſt will be an Account of the 
Concurrence of the High-church Party, and Pa- 
prfts, in thoſe arbitrary Courſes, the Enconrage- 
ment which was given by the Miniſt:y and High- 
church Faſlion, to the Iriſh Rebellion, and the 
ſcandalous Treaty of Peace made with thoſe Rebels, 
to the manifeſt Danger of our Religion and Li- 
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derties; which, with other Incidents that are uſuol 
in ſuch Times of Diſtraction, brought on the 
Murder of the King; and by the Whole it will 
appear, that the Popiſh and High-church Faction 
are more chargeable with that unparallell d Trea-

They farther repreſented to his Majeſty, that from 


theſe Cauſes, as bitter Roots, they foreſaw and ſear d 


there would neceſſarily follow very dangerous Ef- 
fects, both to Church and State. 

The Remedies which they offer'd, in ali Humili- 
ty, to his Majeſty, againſt theſe growing Evils, were, 
among others, 


I. That his Majeſty would not omit that juſt

That the Princes of the Union 
were disbanded, but the Catholick League remain'd 
firm, whereby theſe Princes ſo diflever'd, were in 
Danger one by one to be mind. 4. That the 
Eſtate of thoſe of the Religion in foreign Parts, was 
miſerable; and that out of theſe Conſiderations, we 
were call'd to a War, and forthwith to adviſe for a 
Supply to keep the Forces in the Palatinate from 
Disbanding, and to provide for an Army to carry 
on the War againſt the Spring : That therefore, out 
of Zeal to his Majeſty and his Poſterity, they ad- 
dreſs'd themſelves to the Service commandcd unto 
them with more Alacrity and Celerity than ever 
was preſidented in Parliament ; that they cou'd not 
conceive that the Honour and Safety of his Ma- 


"IF jekty and his Poſterity, that the Patrimony of his 


Children invaded, and poſſeſs d by their Enemice,

© By theſe Things, which, with many more of 
the like Nature, are to be ſeen in Xaſhnorth's firſt 
Volume, tis evident, that the High-Church Mini- 
ſtry had as little Regard to the King's Honour, es 
to the Proteſtant Intereſt, or Britiſh Liberties ; which 
was ſo much the more inexcuſable, becauſe they 
knew the Body of the People did univerſally abhor 
the Spaniſh Match, and did as earneſtly deſire the 
Reſtitution of the Palatinate, towards which, the 
Parliament offer d their Lives and Fortunes; and 
the Houſe of Commons, by their Declaration be- 
fore an Adjournment in 1621, freed themſelves 
and tlie Kingdom from being charzeable with the 
Loſs of the Palatinate, or the afflicted State of the 
Proteſtant

To this may be added, that tho' the Elector 
Palatine, who bravely rejected the Emperor's frau- fal. 
dulent Fropoſals of matching his own youngeſt 
Daughter with the Elector's eldeſt Son, and de- 
monſtrated to King Faxes, and his Son Prince 
Charles, that it was in their Power, by joining 
the Dutch and the Reform'd Princcs in Germany, 
to retrieve the Proteſtant Intereſt, and humble the 
Houſe of Auſtria; our Court was ſtill fo fond of 
the Spaniſh Ma' ch, that they were deaf to all Pro- 
poſals of that Nature. | 

This was the leſs to be wonder'd at, becauſe it 
appear d by the King of Spain's Inſtructions to his 
Embaſſador in England, exhibited at large b 
Ruſhworth, Vol. 1. p. 18, Cc. that his Catholic 
Majeſty had abundance of Spies and Penſioners in 
our Court; and King James himſelf did own in 
lis Specch to Parliament, as Raſhworth tells us 
Vol. 1. p. 23, that there was a kind of Beaſts call'd 
Undertakers, (meamng the Projectors of Mono- 
polics, Cc. who were High-Church Men and Pa. 
pijts) who undertook to govern the laſt Parlia- 
ment, and they led lum. 

Yet wl at neither the Deſires of People or Parlia- 
ment, nor the Fears and Requeſts of the Elector Pala- 
tine, and all the Proteſtants abroad, cou d obtain, 
iwas at laſt effected by the Duke of Buckingham, who 
was Favourite both to the King and Prince, and 
broke off the Treatics of the Match with Spain, and 
about the Palatinate, as diſgraceful and dangerous to 
the King and State; not that he hated the Popiſh

Prince's altering his Religion. As alſo, by the Treaty 
of Bruxels, where the Lord Iſeſton fonnd nothing but 
Delays and Deceit; and after divers peremptory Com- 
mands from Spain, for his Majeſty's Satisfaction, it 
wrought no other Eſfect, than the beſieging and raking 
of Heidelburg; inſomuch that the Embaſſador was 
forc'd to proteſt and return, 

© To theſe Things were added the Tranſlation of the 
Electorate to the Duke of Bavaria, and the Letter of 
the King of Spain to Conde Olivarez, with the Conde“ 
Anſwer, which imported, that the Match was never 
intended. As alſo, after the Prince had taken a hazar- 
dous Journey, they devis'd a Shift, by a Zundto of Di- 
vines, to let him come Home without the Lady. 

It muſt be own'd, that theſe Reaſons contain'd a ſever: 
Rebuke to the High-Church and Popiſh Courtiers, becauſe

There's Reaſon to believe that the Pope extended 
his Hopcs too far, yet it can't be deny'd that thoſe

© dond; which his Majeſty gractouſly promis'd. 
© Hereupon the Earl told his Maj: ſty, that the general 
© Opinion of that Court was, that his — Spain 
© was with an Intention to be a Roman Catholick, and 
© there to declare it. And he confeſſeth, that at the 
© ſame Time he therefore humbly beſought his Ma- 
© jeſty to deal freely with him as a Servant, of whoſe 
« Fidelity he might be confident : But he was fo far 
from perſwading his Majety to be a Roman Catho- 
lick, that, without expecting his Majeſty's Anſwer, 
© he declar'd himſelf to be a Proteſtant, and ſo ſhould 
© always continue; yet he ſaid he would ſerve his 
* Majeſty, and labour to advance his and the King 
his Father's Affairs, with as much Fidelity and Ho- 


n neſty as any Catholict whatſoever. And his Ma- 
* jeſty was then pleas d to make unto the ſaid © 


© Earl 4 full and clear Declaration of his Relig ien,

* niarils, nor do any Thing that might give them ſuch 
Hopes; alle. ging, that it was impoſſible the Mar- 
nage could be without a Diſpenſation from Kom;

But notwithſtanding all the Jnconveniences, Dif- 
appointments, Scandal, and Danger, which attended 
the Negotiation of this firſt Popith Match with Spain, 
the King and Prince did, by the Advice and Con- 
currence of their Popiſh and High-Charch Miniſtry, 
as eagerly purſu'd a ſecond with France, which ſtill 
was attended with more Scandal and Danger, as will 
appear by the following Account of it, 

The Match with Spain was broke off by our 
Court in the Beginning of 1623, and ſoon after, 
(ſays Raſhworth) the Lord Ken{ington, afterwards 
Earl of Holland, was ſent our Embaſſador to France, 
ro found the Inclinations of that Court, for a Match 
betwixt Prince Charles and Henrietta Maria. The

What ſtrange ſort of Perſons muſt the High-Church Mini-

The Parliament, however, was not to be put off with 
Words; for the Commons mov'd the Lords to join em in a 
Petition againſt Recuſants; which being preſented to rhe 
King, he anſwer'd, That ke was glad to find chem ſo forward 
in aliglan, and aſſur'd them they ſhould find him as for- 
ward. 

The Commons ſoon after put it to the Tryal, by cal- 
ling Mr. Richard Montague to their Bar for two Books, une 
call'd an Appeal to Cæſar, and the other a new Gag Foran old 
Gooſe, which yu charg'd with encouraging Tyranny aud 
Popery, and tending to the King's Diſbonour, and Diſtu- 
bance of Church and State. But the Arminian Bi hops e- 
ns'd his Cauſe, and the King rebuk d tlie Houſe for med- 
ling with Montague without his Privity, he being his Servant 
and Chaplain in ordinary; and he had taken the Buſinels 
into his own Hands.
